There 
is evidently a determined effort in progress 
to break the stocks in the stock market, and, 
if necessary, by means of a monetary panic. 
The leading commercial writer denounces 
the course of foreign bankers in support- 
ing the stock cliques as more reprehensible 
than the rascalities engaged in by Over- 
end, Gurney & Co. The whole financial 
world is described as expanded to utmost 
limit, and buta slight shock is needed to 
bring on a severe panic. The movement of 
currency to Philadelphia continues, and it is 
believed to be a part of the bear combination. 
Gold was firm, but the cost of carrying was 
subject to frequent fluctuations from without 
interest to four per cent. Prime sterling bills 
sold as low as eight per cent. Foreign bankers 
say they will import sovereigns at 7¢ per 
cent. The dullness of exchange, in the face 
of the large imports, is the subject of much 
comment. Goverument bonds continue weak 
and depressed. Theyare sharply attacked by 
the bears, and some holders are forced to sell. 
Southern securities and railway bonds were 
neglected. Railway shares were dull 
and weak. It is ascertained that the 
principal holders of the leading shares 
are fortified against stringent money by time 
loans, and are therefore amply able to support 
their stocks. The large dealings bave been in 
New York Central, Pacific Mail, Michigan 
Southern, Rock Island and the Northwestern 
shares. New York Central, on extreme quo-

As Unstable as Water. 
President Grant is always ready enough 
to take a position, but he doesn’t appear to 


be disposed to “fight it out on that line.” 


He proclaimed to members of committees 
and others, before he was President, that 


he would not, until after his inauguration 

make known his intended appointments 
even to those who were to receive them, 
and yet the fact comes to light, that he 
probably made ten times as many personal 
promises in advance of his assumption of 
office as any other President elect ever did. 
He asked that the country should under- 
stand distanctly through one of the commit- 


tees, with which he had an interview, that 
both the War Department and the Navy 
Department should be filled by civilians 
and not by military men, and yet he ap- 
pointed a mere military man to one of them 
and a civilian to neither. He made up a 
Cabinet apparently upon his own judg- 
ment and reconstructed it in less than a 
week upon the judgment of others, and is 
said to be about to reconstruct it again, 
nobody knows upon whose judgment. He 
nominated, as his first Secretary of the 
Treasury, a merchant of one set of princi- 
ples, and, as his second, a politician of a 
directly opposite set of principles. One of 
his very first acts in office was to revoke 
certain pardons granted by his predecessor, 
but, learning from his own Attorney Gen- 
eral that his act was illegal, he backed out 
and let the pardoned men go free. He 
gave notice to his friends, that, although he 
was elected by a party, they need not ex- 
pect him to be the représentative of a party, 
and yet he is, thus far, as thoroughly par- 
tisan in regard both to measures 
end men as he _ can possibly 
be. He declared with the utmost 
vehemence that the tenure-of-office law 
must be utterly repealed before he would 
enter upon the discharge of the executive 
functions; then, by a midnight compromise 
with a committee of the Senate, he agreed 
to the retention of all that is obnoxious in 
the law; and, the very next day, he an- 
nounced to his friends that upon second 
thought he didn’t like the compromise, 
and now he is working for its defeat. He 


declared in the strongest terms that Geor- 
gia was # reconstructed State, and that 
there was no power in Congress or in any 
or all of the departmerts of the Govern- 
ment to degrade her from her Statehood,

Was summoned to appear before the grand jury 
and testify against her unnatural father. In the 


The witness unde 
stood that she must give a history of all the lust 
ful actions of her father that had ever come to 
ber keowledge. 

Bhe preceeded to say that at about the age of 
fifteen her father had seduced ber, and that he 
had continued from that time up to the present—

er intimacy with her.

To this she replied 
that he always managed to have his wife away, 
or took his daughter to some place, and used dif- 
ferent] pretenses and subterfuges to effect his 
purpose. When asked how all this was kept 
frum her (the daughter’s)Shusband, she replied 
that her father was always affectionate in his 
nature, and any familiarities he practiced were 
never looked upon with a jexlous eye but merely 
as a fatherly feeling toward a daughter, and no 
suspicion had ever arisen in the mind of her hus- 
band. The witness expressed no 1ll-feeling 
against her father but said he was always kind 
to her, and that lately she had been dependent 
upon. him. She stated also that she knew she was 
criminating berself, but, nevertheless, safd calm- 
ly and deliberately, that she spoke nothing but 
the truth.

RAILROAD ) EXCURSION. 


Over the Cincinnati Branch of 
sOuis¥ille and Lexington Rail-

The Oinlshed portion of the new road to Cincin- 

nat! was Inaugurated last Sunday by an excur- 

sion twenty-two miles over the new track. The 
train left thiscity about 73¢ o'clock on Sunday 
morning, under the special care of Captain Te- 

cumseh Milam, and reached Lagrange abeut 9 


awaiting to go down the braach. Captain J.B. 
Keiser was doing the honors on this train, and 
soon had his crew reshipped, and all got ready 
for the new road. 

Ata polptabout one mile north of Lagrange, 
the branch road runs through a very smooth, even 
eountry for about six or seven miles, where a 
broken apd very uneven country Is ceached. 
Where this rolling country eommences, the road 
also commences a series of curves, having to 
hug the hillsides for a moment, and then tread- 
ing the creek bottoms. The frst trestle-work ts 
some distance ont from the Junction. It spansa 


though it might be a littie too frail, 
understand that this structure is only temporary, 


Boyer’s tunnel, being a Veritable hole in the 
ground, four hupdred and sixty feet in length. 
The stone in this tanne! and also In Others on the 
road seemed to be very soft and scaly, necessi-

Some @ OD Was another trestle-work 
hich measures about seven hundred and <ixty- 
two feet, which Is very sudstanilally put up, and, 
unlike the first, is able to stand the general use 
on the road. A mile or two from this trestle ls 
the point where the railroad is crossed by the 
pike leading to Carroliton and Neweastie, being 
about eight miles from the latter place. A cozy 
littie Baptist church has been erected at this 
crossing, and the good people of Henry were at- 
tending divine service when the fron horse hove 
tn sight, and the preacher might have said with 
Tom Marshall, very truthfully, “that a new steam 
car would attract more a'tention at any time than 
the finest oraturin Americs,’’ for his audience 
left him the moment the whistie annouaced the 
approaching train, ard right lively for a tine 
was the greeting given the excursionists. Sucha 
waving of handkerchiefs and such a yelling has 
not been seen and heard in that section for some 
time.

Two Negroes Arrested Under the 
Civil Rights Bill.

' For some time past, if accounts we get be any- 
thing like correct, a deadly feud has existed be- 
tween some whites and negroes near Gravel 
Switch, en the Lebanon branch of the Louisville 
and Nashville ratiroad. Gravel Switch is in Ma- 
rion county, and close to the borders of Washing- 
ton and Boyle counties, In this vicinity isa 
vlece of valuable land, bordering on the rail- 
road, and owned by three negroes, Stephen and 
Watt.Tucker and Sam.Monroe. They had been the 
staves ofa man named Tucker, and from him 
they had purchased the land, At the time of the 
purchase some white people wanted to buy the 
land, and offered Tucker a better price for it 
than the ncgrocs could give, but he gave his for- 
mer slaves the preference arad sold it to them, 
-Bince that time the feud has existed. and attempts 
have repeatedly beom made to drive Off the ne- 
aroes. On the night of the 22d a party of mount- 
ed white men, assisted by negroes, made an at- 
tack on the residence of the colored Tuckers aad 
shot Sam Monroe im the side, inflicting a wound 
which may prove fatal. On the night of the 27th 
they made another raid, fring several shots at 
and capturing a negro boy, whem they released 
on finding that he was not one of the partics they 
were tn search of. 

On Saturday night last, Deputy United States 
Marshels Thos. G. Slaterand John Wyatt arrest- 
ed, wear Gravel Switch, two white men named 
Jos. D. Clark and Js. Glazebrook, and twe né- 
groes named Eaoch Crowdus and Samuel Kim- 
berlin, charged with participating in the raids on 
the eleven acres, and the prisoners were broughb? 
to the city yesterday. After a bearing before 
United States Commissioner Ballard, Clark and 
Glazx brook were released on each giving a bend 
of $300 to keep the peace, anda bond of 61,000 
to answer. Enoch Crowdus, colored, gavo & 
peace bond of $300 and ball for his appearance;

The New York Commercial and Financial 
Chronicle, ia commenting upon what is termed 
the “Public Credit Bill,” brings out some facts 
which are well worthy of being studied. This 
“Public Credit Bill,” everybody knows,wae gotien 
np and pushed through Congress in the interest of 
bondholders, and nobody else, With the usual! 
flourish of trumpets about national faith, integ- 
rity, etc., a class of men who plundered the 
country during its severest trials and grew infa- 
mously rich upon Misfortanes of which they werc 
tm many instances the authors, or ina great 
Measure responsible for, have managed to 
ignore the very law which created a portion of 
the debt, and, having mortgaged the whole ceoun- 
try to the bondholders, and saddled upon the tax- 
payers for all future time burdems of taxation 
unknown to any other Christian or Pagan land, 
all the “doubts’’ and ‘“‘confileting questions” 
have been seitied,and the United States may 
now boast of the biggest debt, the most crushing 
taxation, and the most lordly bondholders of any 
country on the round earth. The Chronicle fe- 
licitates the country upon the fact that never 
since the outbreak of the war has the country 
been in such a proud position, and says: 
It ig a common error to suppOse that the -only 
“doubt” which has depressed the price of our 
Government bonds is as to the point whether the 
principal would be paid at maturity in coin. This 
is only one of several mooted and mischievous 
“questions.”” Another almost equally mischiev- 
ous is connected with the option which the 
Government possesses of redeeming the five- 
twenties at any time after the lapse of five . 
years from their date. It was argued by some 
very eminent lawyers that our government might 
at any time use this option and redeem the bonds 
in currency. ‘This opinion-at once reduced otr 
fve-twenties from the rank of twenty-year se- 
curities, and placed them tn an inferior and less 
attractive category. Itis well known that a twen- 
ty year investment at 6 per cent. in coin Is worth 
mére than either a Uve-year or a ten-year invesat- 
mevtatthe same rate. Itisin conformity with this 
axiom of practical finance that the British consols 
and the French rentes are made absolutely tr- 
redeemable. On the one side or of the 
prineipal can pever be demanded by the owner 
of the security, and on the other side the French 
or English government can never pay off any 
part of its debt except bythe method of pur- 
chase in the open market. It is this uaredvem- 
ability, this pesitive permanence of duration 
that we find one of the ef of those fnan- 
clal forces which place the consola and ths rentes 
far above other Pt egg Senge the same 
amountof annual incom this prinei- 
pie of permanence that Ras been heretofore shut 
out frem operating on the market valuesof our 
five-twenties. Last Thursday, however, the in- 
certitude and vague distrust which hag redulted 
from the “five-year opiion < redemption”’ re- 
celved Its final gule ~~ from one of the clauses of 
the Publ tively declares 
ao. — “redeemed 
r pa uch time as 
United cteten notes ona yo Into cola 
at the option of the holder.” I other words, the 
Treasury freely and forever gives up the option of 
the five-year ome nae except after the re- 
pers = of speci- payments. 

We have now obtained a law which approri- 
mates the practical financial idea embodied in 
“British conseis’” and “French rentes,” which 
are “absolutely irredeemable;’’ and this fact, that 
only interest is to be paid, and that till doom’s 
day, gives these securities a yalue far above 
other securities. The ‘“‘pubiic credit bill” in a 
measure does this for **fve-twentics,”’ and this is 
regarded as matter for rejoicing, and we are nat 
surprised that the bondholders rejoice. Ia view 
of the policy which has governed legtslatéon for 
the past few years, we are not surprised that the 
‘public credit bill” passed, Its continuance 
upon the statute books Is not, however, forever 
secured, and tn this fact there is a ray of hope.
